REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 17-20, 23-27, 33-36, 38, and 40-44 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) , wherein the claimed invention comprises, in claim 17, an article of manufacture 
comprising: a release sheet disposed on the opposed side of the first adhesive layer from the 
layer of solid electro-optic medium; and a second adhesive layer on the second surface of the 
layer of solid electro-optic medium, in claim 23, an article of manufacture comprising: a release 
sheet disposed on the opposed side of the first adhesive layer from the layer of solid electro-optic 
medium; and a second adhesive layer on the second surface of the layer of solid electro-optic 
medium; laminating the article to a front substrate via the second adhesive layer, thereby forming 
a front subassembly, in claim 38, wherein the suspending fluid and the plurality of electrically 
charged particles are present as a plurality of discrete droplets and a continuous phase of 
polymeric material surrounds the droplets; in claim 40, wherein the electro-optic medium is a 
rotating bichromal member medium or an electrochromic medium, as claimed.
